W E H AVE all heard about the 
Joys af the barefoot boy. B ut now 
th a t the warm w eather it ap­ 
proaching, a w*ord of 
warning 
m ight not be amins. C ertain kinds 
of worms enter the body through 
the feet. One type of worm th a t 
may get into the body is the hook­ 
worm. Hookworm infestation oc­ 
curs usually ss a result of persons 
walking barefoot in contact with 
soil th a t 
is polluted w ith the 
worms. W hen worms get into the 
benjy, the condition is called infes­ 
tation. 
If enough of these worm s are 
present in the body or if the per­ 
son affected uses a diet which does 
not contain enough proteins and 
iron, severe anem ia or lessening of 
the coloring in the blood will de­ 
velop. If, on the other hand, not 
many worms are present and the 
diet is satisfactory, no anem ia 
occurs. 
Iron-Rich Foods 
If the diet is rich in iron-con­ 
taining foods and proteins, many 
worms may be present w ithout 
anem ia occurring. O ther sym p­ 
toms of hookworm infestation are 
fatigue and nervousness. 
If one person in a fam ily Is 
found to be infested It is advisable 
th a t other members of the fam ily 
be exam ined by the doctor to de­ 
term ine w hether or not they also 
are suffering from the same con­ 
dition. 
In treatin g hookworm infesta­ 
tion, according to Doctor Justin 
Andrews of Georgia, a drug called 
carbon tetrachloride seen s to be 
the most effective substance. It is 
given to the patient in w ater or 
milk, or in capsules. Following the 
adm inistration of this drug the pa­ 
tient takes a saline or salty laxa­ 
tive. 
It seems, however, th a t tome 


persons are sensitive to this drug, 
and as a result, the liver may be 
severely dam aged by i t Also, the 
drug causes the am ount of bile pig­ 
ment in the blood to increase 
which causes calcium or lime to be 
lost from the body. 


Sugars and Calcium 


This chain of events is injurious 
and may in p art be prevented by 
using a diet rieh in starches, 
sugars and calcium, and low in 
fat*, during the tim e the treatm ent 
with the carbon tetrachloride ia 
being carried o u t 
D uring the 
period of treatm en t the patient 
also m ust avoid alcoholic bever­ 
ages. In fact, the carbon te tra ­ 
chloride treatm ent should not be 
used a t all for persons who have 
used alcoholic beverages over a 
long period of time. 
A nother drug known as tetra- 
ehlorethylene may be substituted 
for the carbon tetrachloride. How­ 
ever, it is usually not as effective, 
although it* use is safer if the 
sam e precautions are taken with 
respect to alcoholic beverages. 
If the p atien t w ith hookworm Is 
also infested w ith roundworm s, 
these should be elim inated before 
the treatm en t for hookworm is be­ 
gun. This is necessary because It 
has been found th a t carbon te tra ­ 
chloride seems to stim ulate the 
activity of the roundworm*, and 
increase the num ber present in th* 
intestines. This may result in a 
blocking of the opening through 
the bowel. Roundworms m ay be 
treated by using hexylresorcinol.
